How the Pacific Battleship Squadron 


Will Be Fed. 


The navy department has undertak 


en catering on a magnificent scale. It 
is arranging the feeding of the battle 
ship squadron which sails in December 
for the Pacific, and the magnitude of 
the task is evident when it is noted 
that each of the sixteen battleships in 
the squadron has a complement of 
about 30 officers and 800 men and each 
of the six torpedo boats G officers and 
'0 men, making a grand total of more 
than 13,700 men to be fed for five 
months, says Charles A. Sidman In 
Harper's Weekly. 


There will be more than 6,300,000 


pounds of provisions of various sorts,

PROTECTION OF QUAIL 


Sportsmen Join in Movement That 


Would Increase the Supply of

A movement is on foot among Ohio 


sportsmen to have quail in the state 
protected by the passage of a bill at 
the coming session of the legislature 
to provide a closed season 6n these 
game birds for a period of one or two 
years, the exact length of time not yet 
aaving been determined upon. 


In speaking of this matter, Monday 


afternoon, 
GeGneral Speaks,

game warden, said: 
"From various 


parts of the state for some time past 
sportsmen, and others 
interested in 


the preservation of game birds, have 
been urging that a closed period, say 
of two years, should be provided by 
law.

No town could have 
been. better 


supplied with trades than was New- 
ark at date of this writing, 1818. To 
eiHime:ate some of 
them we 
may 


mention thiee tanneries: Davidson's 
and Taylor's on West ilaiu 
street, 


and Darlington's 
in 
the 
northern 


part of town. Judge Davis, 
whose 


shop was on West Main street, con- 
tinued for many years to supply the 
town and country with the large and 
small wheel and the reel. Major Dow- 
nej continued this business for several 
years afterward 
There 
were 
also 


carpenter, wagpn, cabinet, shoe, tail- 
or, 
Dlaeksmith, 
silversmith 
and 


cooper shops, together with the pump 
and saddle-tree, business, tombstone 
cutting, the pottery, chair factory, the 
hat shops and 
gunsmith. 
The hat 


business seemed to be the most im- 
poitant of all trades, as 
three 
hat 


shops continued for many years to 
do a thriving business. These were 
Nathan Cunningham's, on the south- 
west corner of 
Third 
and 
Canal 


streets, Stephen Gill's, on the north 
side of ihe public square, and Gill & 
Cully's, at the east end of East Main 
stie^t. Four different grades of hats 
were then in \ogue: 
the wool hat 


costing one dollar, the roram, napped 
with coon fur, two dollars, the cas- 
tor, napped with mink and muskrat, 
three dollars, and the bis ball-crown- 
ed beaver costing five or six dollars. 
This latter kinu was worn only 
by 


the wealthy, such as lawyeis, doctors, 
preachers, and occassionally a lich 
farmer. 
After the completion of the 


Ohio canal, hats so nunietous 
and 


cheap were brought from New York 
that the Newark hatters \vcie obliged 
to abandon the business. Stephen and 
James Gill and Thomas Cully, afte, 
doing a prosperous business, tor many 
years, sold out and became farmers. 


The greater number of shops were 


to he found on East Main street On 
the present sight of Lewin's residence- 
was the cooper 
shop 
of 
Laughlin 


Kennedy; eastward on the same side 
were the cabinet shop of 
Leonard 


Goodrich, the 
blacksmith 
shop ' of 


Henry Shurtz, and the hat shop of 
Gill & Cully. Qn the opposite side of 
the street stood a remarkable hewed- 
log building, occupied at one time by 
a family, afterwards at different times 
by various tradesmen. 
Here at one 


time was the chair factory of John 
Atherton; at 
another 
the 
cabinet 


shop of Leonard Goodrich; the har- 
ness shop of Captain Owens, and his 
brother, a painter. This, also, for 
se\eral years was the saddle-tree shop 
of Eli \Vigal, who also condvicted the 
business of pump-making, boring 
a 


huge log with an immense auger. On 
the site of the late Col. Sherwood's 
residence was the pottery 
of Peter 


Brakebill. 
^A rigid system of apprenticeship 
existed in those times- -An apprentice 
was bound for a term of Bve or seven 
years. For his service during this 
time he received the liberal compen- 
sation of board, very plain clothing, 
three months' schooling, and a free- 
dom suit at the close of the term. In 
consequence of the rapid invention of 
machinery, nearly all these 
trades 


;ia^ e become obsolete; in fact, I have 
known manj young men who faithful- 
ly served the term of their apprentice- 
ship and never afterward worked at 
their trade. 


Of little less .importance than the 


hat 
business 
was 
the 
gunsmith, 


Charles Miller, who emigrated 
from 


Hauly county, Virginia, and owned a 
farm in what is now East Newark. 
tn a log shop, together witn his two 
eldest sons, Enoch and John, he con- 
ducted for many years the business 
of rifle-making. 
Miller manufactured 


every part of the rifle, lock, stock and 
bdriel, even the 
brass 
and 
silver 


mountings. Hunting at that time was 
the employment or amusement of al- 
most every one. Game of every de- 
scription was abundant m the early 
Defilement of the countj. The shot- 
gun v, as an article aot much respect- 
pd by the pioneers; this was princi- 
pally used by boys, and a better hunt- 
ing ground for this purpose coulrl not 
be found in the state than a tract of 
land comprising about a hundred and 
fitly acres 
belonging 
to William 


Stanbery, (the preseir 
about one mile east of 
beyond the corporation 
cay. m Madibon townM 
was co\ered with a iK 
hazel, jack-oak, haw.

Newark, just 
limits of (he 
il>.

ters of the town were mainly supplied 
with fur from this placn Here, also, 
were to be found a 5:1 oar number of 
pheasants, a. species M game which 
has in a great measuie disappeaied 
trom the country. Thc'f wcie also to 
be found m this thickt t squhrels and 
quail in great number-, and not a few 
opossums. 
During the gieat squirrel 


season of 1820 the lant* between New- 
ark and Madison towi.^ip, 
miming 


from the Zanesville road south to the 
Licking river, about a mile in length, 
was the 
great 
resoit 
foi 
killing 


squiriels. Hundreds of ^quinels weie 
killed thar jear with clubs Tioops of 
men and bojs might l>f 
seen 
daily 


coming into town loaded with squir- 
iels.
